The Democratic national co. vjntlon 


which will be held in St Louis on July 
6 bids fair to b: much livelier than the 
' cut and dried" E flair in Chicago wlen 
Roosevelt and Fairbanks were chosen. 
No one knows who the Democratic 
nominees will bf, but it is confidently 
believed that the delf gjtes will select 
the strongest men available. At tbe 
time this article was written all of the 
states, territories and colonies with the 
exception cf Missouri had elected their 
delegates. In all 904 D. mocrats have 
been elected. There will be an even 


1,000 
in the convention, providing Ha- 


woii, Porto Rico and Alaska are given 
a representation of aix delegates eseh 
The Philippines have not elected dele- 
gates as they did to the Republican na- 
tional convention. Should there be no 
change in the present representation 
6G6 2-3 votes will be necessary to nomi- 
nate, o; the delegates elected 478 are 
uninstructed; 152 are instructed for 
W. R. Hearst, of New Ycrl; 370 for 
Judge A. B. Parker, of New York; 33 
for Richard Olney, of Massachusetts;

ing said now concerning the improve- 
ment of the public roads and steps are 
being taken to better the condition of 
these public highways in nearly every 
state in the Union. The free mail de- 
livery, the bicycle and the automobile 
are three of the greatest enemies ar- 
rayed against the old mud roads of 
our grandfathers and the day is not far 
distant when they will be numbered 
with the past things of the early de- 
velopments of our country, 


It may not be out of place atd per- 


haps may be interesting to some of the 
readers of Tun GAZETTE to give a short 
description of some of the roads ol 
Ohio and how they were built. While 
Hancock county,in which I res'd", has 
only about one-half of its roads piked, 
the commissioners are busy each year 
and sold 15 miles to be built this year. I 
will apeak of Hardin county,which has 
every mile of its roads in the county 
piked. Wbile the soil of this county 
is not considered tho richest in the 
state, it is called the banner county of 
the state for good roads. Other cr un- 
ties in tha state have frequently asked 
the commissioners of Hardin for thsir 
successful methods in the building of 
these pikes, 
All the roads in this 


county were built under the same 
method in which they made their first 
piece of road for an experiment. The 
county comm'ssioners were the author' 
ized agents and they would sell from 
5 to 35 miles a year at public outcry to 
the lowest bidder at ao much per mile. 
All these roids are bnilt of crushed 
limestone—16 feat wide, 16 inches deep 
in the centre and 12 inches on either 
side—spread as accurately as possible 
and then rolled solid with a heavy roller 
and just enough dirt spread over the 
top to cement them and keep them 
from working out ti1! firmly packed. 
The county has also a tire law and all 
wagons hauling heavy loads must be 
equipped with 4-inch tire or the owners 
are subject to a fine. The mode of 
paying for this work wss as follows: 
The roads built each year were distrib- 
uted in 
different sections of 
the 


county in 5 mile runs and the rate of 
tax levied was great enough to 1'qui- 
date the cost, with three years' taxa-

a wife and one young daughter who 
will move here in a few days and take 
up their residence in the rectory. 


Dr. Adams is an alumnus of Toronto 


university.
